was tall, hadagoodlj 

Mcen, full of Majefty and Grandeur \ 

his Eyes were black, large, and rgll'd 

vyith a fparkling Fire : The Air of 

tiisFacc \Vas n'<3i]i)Ie arid coricnandin*. 
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and whenever he fpoke, it fofmed in- 
toa-thoufand Sweetnefles i His Soul 
was fnuch more agreeable than h« 
Perfon, though it was a receiv'd opi- 
nion, it was not to ^his Quahty he 
owed the number of thofethat called 
hiiii the^oodlieft Man that had beea 
formed. He was exadly made for 
a great Lover and a fine Gentleman ; 
his Succefi amongft the Ladies made 
it evident, and the care he took to 
make his Court to the fair Sex had 
been feldom in vain.- 

^ Indamra, by him created Sultana 
of Barhffry, iiad found how to fix ius 
Heart; for though he had continued 
fome years amorous of the fair Hc- 

.}(' mk-a, to whom he gave the^Ticlc of 
Sultana, yet had d thoufand Paffions 
intervened, and Ibe was conltraitfed 
to fuffer Rivals •, yet (lie retained the 
Sovereignity, and the great ~ dcmat 
held himfelf obliged to be conftant 
to none but her; till Time, which 
perfects all things, let him fee that 
Howb-a did notdeferye fo much from 
him, and that Jmitratjy, a' private 
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'Gentleman, but beautiful as an Angch 
pofleft ihe favourable Indinacions of 
that Sultana, whilefb the Sultan \yA 
nothing but her Perfon, and that too 
but in part. 

She was tall, and had an unexprcf- 
fible Grandeur accompanied all (t;;.'

of being' defined, her whole Featiircy. 
admirable, and one of the fineft mad;?

Tis atruth, file had loved theSi'J- 
tan before he was fo-, but Ambition, 
which was her predominant Paflion, 
f whilefl: fiie yet fet fome bounds te 
her Luxury) did not permit her to 
tell it him •, butasfoon asDeftiny had 
determined the Fate of jM^homet 111. 
and that Jcmat was aftual Poficilor 
of the Ottoman Empire, file made 
appear that the firlt day lie could 
call the Scepter his, Ihe became his 
alfou 
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\Acwct very well Jaw he owed the 
Tolleffion of ihe Perfon of Homira 
(though not to her Inclinations) to 
his Crowns i and thoagh he was ac- 
ciiftoined never to let thofe niceties 
dillurb him, yet he could have wilht 
;lhe had not let the World fee ftie gave 
the IMonarch what (he denied the Lo- 
ver, fince it carried thisdifadvantage 
with it, an encouragement to all that 
adored her. it was vei;y well feen her 
tTanfporting defires to jjjcafe her felf ; 
■ihe was extfeara fenfual, and facrifi- 
ced all things' to Plealure ; her Am- 
bition was crowned, and all ihe en- 
cdeavours is to perfuade the Grand 
Signior of her tendernefs, and to gra- 
tifie her Inclinations. 

But that Reftraint which flie for 
fbme years had put upon them, on 
purpofe to feciire the Efteem of the 
Sultan, ftie began, to grow weary of; 
-and Ihe abandoned her felftoalmoft 
all the vaft number that adored her. 

The Sultan, who paflionately lov'd 
her, paiTed over Faults too grofs for 
.gnyto continue in his favour that had 

beejj 
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been guilty of them, and was, beyond' 
her expecftation, ( infinitely beyond' 
her deferts) indulgent, would be- 
lieve nothing to her diladvantage, 
and if he at all minded her of her ill 
condurt, it was after a manner fo 
obliging as if he believed flic could do 
nothing that defcrved reproving.

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(by the Majefty of her Meen. ) This 
lo very well fatisfied HemiraH humour, 
that flic was going to fay fometliing 
very obligiDg to him, when thar the 
Sultana Qaeen entring prevented her : 
She withdrew from the Prefehce ^ and 
JtKurath (^wheji he came to Court, 
fa;re with a defign to eftablifh an in- 
tcrclfc there,) followed her as foon as 
he iiad ended his Court to the Solta- 
ni Qiiecn, 

This miftake made a great noifc^ 
2nd was much for JmuratJJ*^ Advan- 
lagc, Homira not much valuing a dif^ 
treet Lover, but a pafllonate and a 
brave: 'tis true, he ran therifqie of 
the Sultan's dilpkarure, but he was 
of opinion he ought to do no left, 
before he could be^cal'ed to the pof 
iefEon of fo beautiful a Princeis as 
Homira, He believed Writing to 
her was what he ought to do, and 
in that ConCderation he fcut her 
this Letter.

C<Jrifidenng the Fame Homira had 
in the World, this- Letter was notwrit 
with too much precaution •, but (he 
was of a great Quality ( having mar- 
ried a very^noble Turk) betore ihe 
had the Title of Sultana, which her 
being Miftrefs to the Grand Signior 
aeqnircd her, had ihe been' lefs kmd 
ihe had certainly been juft to her Mo- 
narch i- but her inclinations were fa- 
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vourable, and her Ruin inevitabfe-. 
She received the -Letter with an un- 
cxpreffible Joy, and with her accii- 
llomed manner of Writing when iht 
cJefigns to oblige, (he made thisret4irD, 

YOifr mifiake was for me too glorious ^ 
ana too advantaghus to you to ex- 
pB any thing befides Ackmwleigment\ 
you were not firmed ever to be difappaim- 
cdin any thing you defire: Tlje Suit an 
IcaiKs meat io a Clock i I will then ex. 
feSlyou^ toajfureyouy nor your Condu^ 
nor your Verfon has difpleafed 

Homira. 

Amurath foiled not to be at the 
^(lignation at the pointed hour^ he 
found the Sultana as meltingly kind as- 
ihe had been to a great many others, 
but Amurath is more happy than all- 
file will abandon thofe flie before 
treated fevoijrably, and wiil give her 
(elf up entirely to her Sultan and her: 
dear ^muratb. 

Wbileft 
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\^h\k^'Momira had thus difpo- 
fed of her Mf.Hiufiapha^ Brother to 
the Sultan, ( matchlels for valour and 
Conduit) returned from gaining a 
glorious Vidory. His Succefs was a- 
lone derived from his Governiag ; 
and never was a great Prince a bet- 
ter Soldier: He had early all the ex- 
perience of a brave Gencialj and ne- 
ver could the great Acmat commie 
the Safety and the Glory of his L m- 
pif es to a better Manager. . Succefs 
Gonftantly followed all his Defigns, 
and it was faid of him He was the 
beji of Soldiers and the befi of SubjcSls ; 

nor did his warlike humour render 
him unfit for other things, he was a 
great Courtier and a great States- 
man. Homira believed it her Intereft 
to make him hers ^ (he employed all 
her Cunning to effed it, and though 
at firlt fhe only defigned him her 
Friend, flie at length (maugre her 
PaflTion for Amurath^ and common 
Policy j refolved him her Lover. It 
was impoflible for her to fail, when 
flie endeavoured any thing of that na- 
^ A 5 / ture, 
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ture i yet the Prince was eaHIy- ore- 
come with an opinion of her Love to 
him, and- her dazhng Charms: He 
took her. to 'his Arms, and fuffered 
himfelf to bury there the refledion of 
the Crime he committed • in injuring 
a Brother fuch as Acmat (and in Inch 
a fenfible manner. ) In al! jifobabi- 
lity Mufiafha had ever loved her, had 
he not learned-by fome what a Repu- 
tation fhe had. His Inclinations are 
virtuous, and he could not endure to 
fee himfelffond of a Woman thatde- 
ferved rather Contempt. He loft his 
< fteera for her, and was feeJ^ingfor 
feme Pretext to break with her 'with- 
out her feeing he defired it : He be- 
lievcd'it was beft the (parrel fhould 
begin on her part, but whileft he is 
ata lofshow to give heran occalion 
of it, as if undefignedly, there was 
an accident fell out that ever after 
ifiade her his Enemy. 

He was once in her Cabinet, and 
cart fling her with all the fweetnefs 
imsginable, and on the point of re- 
c'eivi«5 fome teftimonies of her Raf-- 
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fi<ffl, when the Sultan entred. Mw 
fi'apba was furprized, and in a confu- 
fed manner retired. Acmat was ex- 
treamly difordered : He did not ex- 
peft to find a Rival in the Prince his 
Brother i he faid little to the Sulta- 
na, but retired ill-humoured and irrei 
folved.

It 
was eafy to be refolved who ought to 
fufTer. ikfw/^zf/j^ hated an ill Adion,- 
and7et unwilling as he was to facri- 
fice Homira, heacknowledged her un- 
worthy a place in the Sultan's efteem, 
( how then one fo large as fhe poffefh 
in his heart ? ) He calls to his aid 
y, Mahomet Bafla, Grand Vilier, whcf 
had raifed Honira to what fhe w^s 5 
the Title of Sultana was given at his 
Delire; fhe had promifed him her 
Favours if he could procure it for 
her. He was palfionately in Love, and 
did whatihe compaaad^d •, fhe is the 
■^■-■" _ " ^SuUa- - 
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SvitinsLiHomlra, but-veryitieac^retiS) 
fhe denies to reward his Love and his 
Care, contemns him, and. in a word 
ufes liiiii Co, that from her pafljonate 
Lover he became her moft mortal E- 
Demy. Jmitrath had hptn brought to 
Court by him., with a defign to rain 
this ungrateful: He had placed Spie^ 
on all her Actions, and was extream- 
3y plealed, he could fave Mufiapha 
from ruin by expofing her. He bids 
the Prince endeavour his own fafety ^ 
that if he were fo fataUy generous as 
to offer his own Life for ranfoming 
3 faithlefs Womans^ after fuch a Sa- 
crifice fhe would but triumph over 
his Weaknefs. Jn fbojt;, he dilpofes 
the prince to a ;PjrisjfeSvation of him- 
felf. He was once informed by the 
Grand vlficr, thotJmurath was then 
with Homka, Mahomet Bafla teli» 

him , that he ought not to negled^ 
lo ; favorable an opportunity of 
lieconciling hlmfelf; to the Sol- 
tan : Mff^afha goes . then to the 
great Acmat^ lets him fee how. ill 
he did to difgcace him for an in- 
famous 
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famous Woman ^ and purfuing that 
Point, brought the Grand Signior 
to liften to him at length, and fol- 
lowing that Advantage, with ano- 
ther, made him pais to the Sulta- 
na's Lodgings.,, where Amiratbyms 
found with Homira , in a place the 
Sultan allowed none befides him-^ 
felf to be in. 

She being thus difcovered, caflher 
felf at the feet of her injured Mo- 
nareh.hut he wastoo fenfibly touched 
at her perfidioufiiefs, to be moved at 
any thing fhe could fay or do : He 
left her drowned indefpair, in anger 
and Grief, he carried Mufia^ha with 
him from her Apartments, and bq^n 
there to acquiefce with the Prince, and 
blame himfelf for loving an infamous 
Woman, and one that abandoned hec 
ielf to all forts of Criminal and Scan- 
(felous Paflions v his Refentments tcr- 
mmated In having no more efteem for 
Hpmira , ^d in difgracing Amn^ 
rath. 
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The Grand Vifier was revenged on 
the SultsoizHomh-a^ the Sultan has kft 
Idvingher, and; to all appearance, has 
intirely abandoned her, but he was 
not affored helhoold do fo for ever; 
MahomP Bafla was acquainted pcrfcft^ 
IV with his Humour, he forgets InjU- 
nes thefooneft ef any Man ahve,aBd 
might, perhaps, in favour of Hdmra^ 
lofe the Remembrance of her Infamy. 
But Mahomet Bafla will prevent that 
bv all the ways can be thought on, 
there is a -very faii^Chriftian Slave ta- 
ken, he ranfoms her, and places her 
withthe sultana Queen, in a Station 
fo advantageous for his Defigns, that 
as often as the Sultan came out of that 
fide, he muft of neceffity fee her ^ Ihe 
was of a good' Stature, finely ihaped, 
prettilTtum'd and Gentile, her Face 
little, but all over Charms, finefweet 
Eyes, a pretty Mouth, good Jceth, 
and an Air fo peculiar to herfelf, that 
tho* Detraftion had very little to fay 
* of the reft, yet that engaged beyond 
all things, fo innocently fwcet,- W 
^wUlefs of Cunning and defign, and 
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yet'ttone has more than flie, that the 
Sultan would often fay, flie was a 
Miracle in nature ^ he lofes his Li- 
berty as Ibon as he fees her ^ he em- 
ploys Mahomet Baffato tell her of the 
Gonqueft, and that Ihe might be a(^ 
fured the Ottoman Emperor was rea- 
dy to lay his Crowns at her Feet, (as 
great: a Monarch as he was, ) if ihe 
commanded it. 

The Grand Vifier was full of foy at 
the Succels that attended his Defigns; 
he will know the Hiftory,and the Qua- 
lity, the Merit, as well as the Beauty, 
of his Captive, before he puts his In- 
tereft with hers \ not butthe Sultan's- ' 
Approbation and Paflion for her was 
enough to iecure him ; but he will 
know if he finds her ready to follow 
all he Ihall advife, if ftie will, then he 
is the abfblute Monarch of the Sultan, 
fince it was the Humour of that Mo- 
natch to let himfelf be governed by 
the Woman he loves, the Grand Vi- 
fier believes it neceflary for his De- 
figns , that he fiiould be acquainted 
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with the Life of Indam!>ra, (for lb -^ 
was the fair Cbrifliancall'd,) me had 
coQfuiedly related to him Ibme of the 
particulars when he firft ranfbmed 
her, but that does not fatisfie, he 
goes to her then, conjures her to give 
hioi that SatisfadioD, flnce heafliired 
her it was for both their laterefts, he 
ihpuld be ignorant of nothing ,that 
concerned her; after Ibme Excufes 
and Denials, fhe aflents, and gives 
him Ibis following Relation.

YOu perfiiade me, my Lord, by 
£<i powerfula way, that I muft

with me, but alighting from hisHorfe 
haftily, he caufed hirafelf to be con- 
duded by my Servants to the place 
where I was ^ 'tis not eafie t© define 
the Surprize this A<n;ion gave me •, 
howe^'er, I was infinitely charmed 
with his good Meen, his Wit, and 
his Addrefs i he found ray Inclinations 
did not agree with that lort of Life, 
he talk'd tenderly^ I was in an Age . 
wherein I believed all that fell from 
his inchanting Tongue was true; 1 be- 
gan to feel a Paffion for him, and, af- 
ter he had a tlioufand times fighed for 
my lake in one hour, I was fenfible of 
a pleafing Fire he had inlpired me 
with ; I gave way for him to endea- 
vour the bringing mc toCourt, which 
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he conjured me to agree to ^ and^when- 
he retired, after a many Proteftations 

of Admiration, he bad me be ajjured^ I 
had in him not cnly. a gireat Friend^ hut 
a great Lo'ver : This Confellion drew 
fbme Blufhes from me. But the fol- 
lowing day he came again to vifit me, 
then it was I loft my Liberty, for in 
that fatal hour I made no difficulty to 
own I loved him •, 1 valued not to be 
difcreet, there is no fuch thing in Love, 
but I made it all the Bufmefsof my 
Life to be ever telling him ray Paffion* 
I faw all his Aftions with PleafurCj 
there was an agreeable Inchantraent. 
in them, I repined not at the freedom 
I had loft, nor to have be^n as great 
as Heaven is high, would have been 
unacquainted with him again. It was 
thus agreeably I pafled Ibme of my

fatisfie him, but when he had iecn 
-to what a heieht my Paflion Ibared, 
and that he was dearer a thouland 
times to me than I iiad ever been to 
him , he triumph'd over my Weak- 
nefs, and , lofing all manner of Re- 
fpeft, by the opinion he had I could 
^eny him nothing, he courted me for 
my undoing ; I received the firft cruel 
Propolals of my ruin with a terrible 
Emotion, and with fiich Difddin, that 
Alcander durft not urge me further; 
but the following day fent me this 
•Lettei:. 
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YOU are certainly thefalfejt ofallfPb' 
men ; How is it you tell me yo» 
Love me^ andyet ufeme as if I ivas the 
rsmote^ Man in all your Kindmfs? Is it 
your fart tofretendtt Virtue, and Ikmnif 
not what fantafiical Chimera's, and at 
the fame moment tell me you know how 
to Love well ? Jh ! Indamora, change 
tbefe Itarbarom Sentiments, and ajfure 
your felf I wiU never fee you again, whilfi 
you continue in them : I had mucbrather 
live for ever from joUyWithout hope, than 
live for ever with you^ and not dare to 
tell you, you mufi confider nor endeavour 
nothing, huihow to pkafe the Man you 
fay has ally cur Tender nefs, 

I fwooned at the reading of this 
Letter, and was juft recovered as AU 
cander entered > he flew to me, and, 
receiving mein his Arms, hewhilper- 
ed fb many fatal, poyfoning, charming 
Things, that I had no longer the 
power to be angry with him i he pro- 
tefted he could not fee me, and not 
defirc to be the happlell Man Breath- 



ing, when it vvas in the Power of a 
Woman, that loved him, to make him 
fo : I know not, Love is an unaccounta- 
ble Madnefs, I dreaded, of all things, 
the never feeing him more, it was that 
Confideratlon vanquilhM mc, (and, 
oh Gods!) in that fatal moment I pro- 
mifed and appointed hira the following 
day, he feem'd tranfported at the 
Grant, he blefs'd the Heavens, the 
Gods and me, and retired with fo 
much Joy, that the Pleafure I took 
in pleafing him, furmouiited all my 
other Fears; and I, in (hort, refolved 
10 make him that happy Man he faid, 
though at the expence of my own Eafe, 
and the Joy of my coming Life j I ve- 
ry well law I gave him what 1 Ihould 
eternally repent of, butthpfein.Love 
have no Confideration, but, what ii 
agreeable to that Pafllon'; butthongfi' 
I had abandoned all the Care of my 
iclf, the Gods retained theirs for me, 
and laved my Honour then, from dy- 
ing in the Arms of Alcander. I was 
to attend that night the Archdutchefs 
to a great Ball the Emprefsmade, af- 
ter 
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ter it was ended, and that the Compa- 
ny began to be more choftn,the Prince 
tola her Imperial Majefly a Story to 
divert Her, Tolikethat I ha<i witO/- 
cander^ that I knew not What to do to 
hidemyGonfufion; it was of one of 
the Women of Quality, and the Em- 
peror's youngefl: Son ^ the Prince had 
ruined and expofed her, and very bar- 
baroufly fnffered the Prince of Gemai-

fcen here but the moft Gallant Diver- 
lions, and the Bufinefs of the King, 
the Queen, and the whole Court, was, 
how to render every thing- agreeable. 
But in the mid'itof all thelLDiVer- 
lions, I found they were none to. mc, 
what the Prince Aguftus had done juft 
before, had rendered me averfe ta 
every thing of fuch a nature ^ his Re- 
sentments of my Propeedings mortally 
ailBiAed me, and altogether rendered 
my. Thoughts nothing but perpetual 
Inquietudes,^ that^ in Ihort, not able 
to ifupport^ fuch a world of Grief, I 
felLintoa violent Fever, which, how- 
ever, was not lading, yet the whole 
Cpurt defpaired, at firft, of my Life, 
and I fa w the great Dutchefs Dowagec 
of Mufcovy enter into my Chamber all 
in Teats \ .

She departed that moment, and! 
from that moment began to recover, 
lufed now, whicM neglea;?d before, 
my own Endeavours to get well again, 
thethoughtSjthatlflibuldfuddenly fee 
the Prince Tmdate^. was a powerful 
Indueemenr, and when I confidered, 
that the fbongr my Health returned, 
the fgonei!.! jlhpuld fee him again, I 
did every thing that could be done^ 
effeftualj and; in fliort, I faw my 
felf, in ten days, perfedly recovcr'd, 
and free from all manner of pain, but 
that of Lbv6 i and nothing retarded 
my Journy, but a languifhing weak- 
nefs, which would notpermit me yet 
to indure lb great a Fatigue. 

But as every thing is cured by tim^ 
rfo, within ;a few days, I faw my felf 
in a condition to tfavel, i beganthen 
ray Jpmvift&Mtfeo^^ but what avails 
it to have fuFmoiJnt«d one misfortune, 
fiace if was bit to f#intoa greatef ; , 
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or who can avoid the capricioufnel^ 
of Fortune, when Ihedefigns welhall, 
beietcrnally unhappy, all our endea- 
vours to the contrary are InefTeftual, 
for, .being upon the Borders of Poland^ 
Ifuddenly faw ray lei f a Prifoner, ray 
Guards, and all' that rcade any Re- * 
liftance , were imnfiediately cut in 
pices, they being more than ten times 
furpafs'd in number, the reft with me, 
and fix other German Ladies ( that 
came with ik Great Dutchefs Dow-, 
ager of Mi/io^, and ftay'd with me, 
by her Qeiire, till my recovery,) wefc 
mac^e Captives, the Turks, that con- . 
linually make Incurfipns into Folandf 
were, unhappily for us, comedown 
then, and we, being met by a Party 
ofthert, taken Prilpncrs. 

It is impoffible to ejcprefs- my Grief, 
to fee my felf a prifoner, to a Nation 
I then believed the moft barbarous in 
the world , their Cuftoms were fo 
different from purs, that I fancied I 
could never , pafs one hour of my 
Slavery agreeably; and to add to that 
Anguiih, the thoughts of lofing the 
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fi^ht of Tiridate Jgufius^ for perhaps 
itty whole Life, rendered me melan- 
choly as the Grave, and I, a thoufand 
times, wilh'd to have died in P^/W, 
lather than to have fallen into the 
Slavery of thofe Barbarians. 

They prcfently refolved us for the. 
Seraglio of the Grand Signior, in^ 
aflarance of a great Ranfom for us,' 
and of me in particular, whom theyr 
treated very . unlike an ordinary^ 
Captive, for the chief of the Turks,, 
who had the Title of a Baffa, became 
pafllonately in love with me j and, ' as* 
there was a <juard for his Peribn, het 
bkame 9i carele^ of it, as to charge 
them with my Safety, and abandoned 
his own Prefervation for the Care of 
mine ; he fighed a thouland times, to 
me, 1 could underftand no other Lan- 
guage, which mortally aflSifted -him,' 
he took Gare though to remedy that, 
apd had me^ with much difficulty, 
inftrufted ip the Arabickj very per- 
feftly.

brave i he ooe day acquainted me with

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his Refolutlons of making me hisWife, 
and, I think, his Love, together witb 
my defpair, would have at length 
made me agree to it, had not his 
Murther put a fatal period to all de- 
figns of that nature, for when we were- 
firit madePrifoners, he had promifedr 
to the.reft of his Party, that thePril© 
fhould' be equally divided amongfl> 
them, hisPafliontome conftrained 
him to be falfe to his Promife, and 
all the reft of us , but the German 
Ladies, being fold, , be abfolutely 
refufed to his People; that we Ihould 
fhare the fame deftiny , which- in- 
fpired them with Refolutions fo bar^ 
barous as to murther him , one day, ' 
as he was at Dinner, which they 
did with very little Refinance , his 
Guards, as I faid befoie, being with 
me, fo ihat the. brave Mm fell, 
after having received 13 Wounds; 
and kiii'd 5 with bis own Hands, 
of thofe barbarous Villains, that aP 
l^ilQnatqd him fo cruelly. 

After 
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After that Marder, they came to 
me, and the next day, together with 
the fix German Ladies, they fold us 
tothofe that ingaged to bring us to 
the Seraglio, where after a world of 
fatigue, grief and defpair, we arri- 
vedl Death had not one happy Dart 
to throw at me, but abandoned me 
to a more cruel Fortune, and fufier'd 
me,tocomefafe to the Seraglio under 
the; conduct of thofc Burhri^.^if, with 
more iecurity than licould pafs into. 
Mfcovj under the Guard of my Own 
People. You rjanlbmed me, and pla- 
ced me with theSultana Qjjeen. It is 
impoffible to expreft to you the tor- 
ture I fuffer attheunhappinefs of my 
Love, and the jnifeiable Fate of the 
unfortunate Baf^j.; but I am diverted 
from this by the..Paffion of the great 
A(^af, yous Sultin., fot I bad not 
continued long in the Sersglio, ere I 
could fee 1 did not difpleafe, him: 
He would fomtimes give me languifh- 
ing and burning lodks. Two nights 
(ince, whefi be was in the Sultana 
Queen's Apartoieot, and that he had

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charmed us all by his fine Wit, fi« 
gave Orders that the Court fliould end, 
and all retire^ he was obeyed, though 
not without Reluftancy, becaufe li€

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The Prince feem'd tranfported at 
this Confcirioii, he rendered Thanks 
to our great Prophet, for fliewing "a 
a way topleafe the charming Zayda\ 
and affured me, it was my fault if I 
was not one day Sultana Qgeen. 

He then retired, and my Father 
entered fome moments after, to whom 
\ gave anexaft Account of all that had 
been faid ^ the Grand Vifier was well 
plea fed at my Condudt, and, aftet 
having given me fome neceflary In- 
ftruiflions, he ordered me to prepare 
my felf for going to the Seraglio that 
night, to pay my Homage to the Sul-

1 was infiflitely pleafed with this 
tetter, I loved as much as he, and 
never had fo much Joy as in the read- 
ing of it ; but I mult not let that Joy 
jfppear, 'tis dot afcer that manner w€ 
iiiuft carry our felves, we muft feera 
angry when we are nor, fo, in -fliort, 
difpleafed at the only thing that pleafes 
US bed , fo fantaftical is the Cuftom 
of our Sex. 

• Mufi-afha was j ii ft entered the Cham- 
ber as I had put np the Letter, he 
found me in a Humor fo good, and fo 
pleafed, that he knew not what to be- 
lieve, but, fired with the common 
Report of my being in Love with A- 
mitrath, heteproachsd me, but fo rc- 

fpcafjliy, 
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fpedfoHy, and with fuch a melancholy 
Sorrow, that I could not then but con-r 
demn the wildnefs of my Inclinations, 
and my Paflions ^ I endeavoured to 
calm him, by demanding oi him, If 
if^ere pcfible to entertain twoVafions^ 
for ttvofevcral Terfons^ at vhcfame indir 
vidud time.

is the Tfjofi merciful of all Trinces, yet, find-

Amurath refufed thefe OKrs, and af- 
fared me by the Aga of the. Janifa- 
ries^s Daughter, he had rather lubniit 
to all the cruel effefts of my Anger. 
In a word, I was conitrained by ray 
own Indications, and the Ladies Im- 
portunities, to pardon him on his own 
Conditions, and give Leave for fiiin 
to love me. 

Mujfapha was ignorant of a!) this, 
and after he had continued his vifits 
to me four or five days longer, the 
Grand-Vificr, maugre the Prince's 
commands, would oblige him to quit 
me inceflantly, or refolve on fome- 
xl in:;. The Prince hearkened to tbe 
Reafons he alledged, and was really

But,' Oh Heavens! cried out the- 
wronged Zayda^ howunjuft, and hovv 
treacherous he was ; As foon as he had 
quitted the Sultan, he caufcd himfelf 
to be again condudlcd where I was;

Thou oughtefi^ faid I, 
to have let us perijl'jcd all togetberj ra'- 
ther than to have been ferjured^^ to have 
mnde thctmjufi Sultan per ijhy to let the 
Tvhole IVorld be ruined^ rather than have 
treated me thm^ hut fince thou v^ert offo 
hafe a Temper as to prefer an inglorious 
Life before aghricus Rinn^ thou ought efi 
to expiate thy Crime by xhy Death ^ and 
though thou didfi not love well enough^ 
to have died to have been jufi to that 
Paffion, Be jufi at leafi-to thy Ho^Kur), 
and die for thy Fer juries ; go^ and 7iever 
kt me fee thee more. I turned from 
him then, and he left me, aftes ha- 
ving faid, Ton are mad^ I am unhappy^ 
and I mufi he gone. I was reflefting 
(perfjed Zayda) on all I had done 
for a CtovvD, how I had fecriftced my 
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Love to the Hopes of it, anyhow I 
wasdifappointed, when you enter'd.. 
And thus I have given you an account 
of this Engagement, and of the Per- 
juries of the moft undelerving of 
Men.

The Sulcana Homira,: in another time, 
would have died with Rage at the 
ConfeiTion fhe made her of her bcing- 
rn Love with Amurath^ but be had 
lifed the Sultana too baibaroufly to 
merit any thing of Tender from her: 
He had expofed her Letters, and bafe- 
ly rendred her as ill Ofiices as podi- 
bly, though it was by her he raadfr 
himfelf firft confiderabie. 

Hom'ira had learnt the whole De- 
f'^zXT oi Za)da\ fhe valued nothing 
now (he faw her hopes baffled, her 
Ambition ruined, and all her great 
expedlations vaniflit. The Sultana, 
though fhe had heard particulars, 
could -draw nothing advantagious to 
her deligns of ruining Mtifiapha and 
Ihe Grand ViHer -, ihe faw ihe had all 
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the Revenge this Rancountre could

Sultana Hcwira difcovercd to the 
Grand Signior their Engagements. 
■Zc:ycla did not know how much flie 
was obliged to her , but when fhe 
helpt her to rail at the Prince, be- 
lieved her thegrcateft of her friends,, 
and ufed her accordingly. The trea- 
cherous Sultana, after her Cards, be- 
lieved fne would receive any Advice 
flie gave her, and fird conjured her 
to be her friend, as flie was fincerely 
hers, feign'd her Anger to NLiji-aphu 
to all the height imaginable, and 
would fain periuade her to the Refo- 
lutions of fome way or other tagive 
him the Death fee deferved. Her 
D.frimuIation terminated in this ; but 
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Zofda, who had no manner of Incli- 
nation for the Prince, and who, fince 
ihe had failed of murdering him the 
firfl: time, altered her Relblutions; 
She confidered bis Death could roc 
place the Crown Ihe had Joft upon 
her head, and was refoived ta lofe 
the thoughts of him, and to retire 
from Conjtantinofle, alTifted by the ad- 
vice of the Grand Vifier, who was 
fenfibly difpleafed, but durft not ap- 
pear fo. She will difiemble, and try, 
if in the Arms of ^w«r^f^, Ihe could 
fiSd fome Tranquility after this un-

Night i he was to be, as you lee me 
now, in the Drefs of a Slave, for the 
more Security -, the Grand Gardener 
( who held not himrelf fo obliged, by 
the Sultana's Favours, as to negleft 
what iie owed to me, ) failed not to 
Jegrn me all that he knew.

'Shemuft then ufe.as.mnch precau-

Hear me, Mahomet, and if thou haft a 
deCm to contime me thy Frmid, reftore 
mto Life and Health my dear Sultana, 
hdamora would now rife from her 
Swoon, Ihe believed (he had remained 
long enough in it. lb that fetching 
two great Sighs, Ihe opened her Eyes 
with a dead Languor, and.m a Mo- 
ment after, clofed 'em agam. Acr^at. 
was not able to fUfFer this cruelty i he 
repeated his Outcry, and Inatched her 
wicli great violence nearer him,^ as it 
by that Aftion he defigned to hinder 
her from expiring. This gav€ her a 
good Pretence; flie feemedftartledat 
this emotion, and opening her Eyes, 
fljeclos'd 'em no more agam tor that 
time. The Sultan, trajifported at fo 
0e^g aa OHeft, ordered the^At- 
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tendants Abfence, till he ihould call 
them again \ and turning to her with 
fymptoms of joy for her Recovery, 
which did not however lafl: long^ .for 
asi^ing of her, How ]?je was nowy and 
receiving no Anfwer, abfblutely be- 
lieved fhe was S peechlefs ; he was now 
defpalring, and in a very little of be- 
ing in earneft, what (he feign'd. 

But all this had not efFeded what 
(he aimed at ; (he thinks it's now time " 
to begin, fo that raifing her head- 
with an apparent Conftralnt, and, 
in fainter Accents than before, with 
Interruptions and Tears, (he pro- 
ceeds thus to the Grand Signior, I 
mufl now (Sir,) take ray farewel of 
this Worldj or to fpeak more pro- 
perly of you, you being alone in the 
Room of all things to me ^ but as my 
time, (which I very well perceive is 
(hort ) (b mud my Difcourle be i I 
mult employ fome of ray hafty rao • 
raentstothe reconciling my felf to ray 
God, whom I have every way offend- 
ed.

\yell. Here (he gave way , for. the 
Sultan to lament her in thetendereft 
maftner of regret. You love me| fays 
fhe, (juft as if expiring) convince 
me of it, in Death ; and as the laffc, 
and greateft fervice, you can reni^ier 
to a Woman fo dear to you, t^ke: 
fonft eare of my everlafting Welfare, 
fend to me the Prince TirUate AgU' 
fias^ he is of my Religion, we were 
acquainted In the Emperors Conrr, 
I hear he is now in yours, I cannot die, 
but defpairing, if 1 do not fee him,' 
*tis neceflary for my Eternal Happi- 
nefs, I receive from him Abfolutioii;: 
'tis long fince, you allowed my Reli- 
gion, you have now no room for won- 
der, at ? defire, fb confiftentwith ir. 
Acmat believing Obedience was thoi 
greateft Tefl:imony of his Af^dion, 
went to the And-Cbamber, where

the Attendants, we^e in waiting, and 
ordered lan'^ of /the Eunuchs to % to, 
the Holy Ghriitian Prince, and tocQm- 
m^rid him inftantly to»com,e to the dy-, 
iii'g Sultana of Barhary, (to whom, af- 
ter thefe words given, ) he return'd,, 
flie faid no more, pretended to be 
fain into a deep Lethargy, he jkneel'd 
by her, .kifs'dher a thoufand times» 
and uttered a'l, that a violent Sorrow-, 
and a great Paffion, could infpire, (hed 
a torrent of Tears upon her Face, and 
flattered himfcif, (by the heat he found; 
there,) ihe wasnot yet expiriiigi It 
is almoft a Miracle, how the Sultana- 
could deceive him, asfliedid^ but the 
Bed-Chamber was wholly darkened, 
and he the molt Amorous, and blind - 
eft, of all Princes. 

The Prince Jf^«/?«f having received 
thofc Orders from the Ottoman Em- 
peror, was divided, if he (hould obey, 
(fince the cruel Difappointment the 
night before,) but his Charity, and 
his Religion, (as it ought,) furmounc- 
ed all particular Confiderations, and 
he followed the Eunuch to her Apartr 

ments j 
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ments y the Sultan retired at the fight 
of him, andcaufed himfelf to be con- 
duced to his own, where he palled his 
time themofl: deplorably imaginable-, 
ir is eafie to imagin, the Sultana con- 
tinued not long in that appearance of 
danger, when fhe faw none prelent 
but her dear Prince, (for whom Ihe 
had feign'd as (lie did,) he approach- 
ed the Bed with fome amaze, The Great 
God is Jufi (faid he,) to punifl} fo im- 
mediately thy Perjuries to we ! but this is 
•not. a time to upbraid you, "'tis, convenient^ 
'for your- eternal repofe, you repent of them. 
But is it pofihle^ cryM he, fome mo- 
ments after, that Indaniora, that Charm- 
ing Creature, jhould be fa near leaving 
this World -y ^tis abfurd to believt^ Jo 
great a Miracle in Nature Jliould ceafeto 
ire^ fo early. 

Toupropbejie rights- retum'd Ihe, in 
railing her Head, and Indamora is not 

yet to leave this U^drld^ and her unjufi 
' Tiridate, /«• w/mn I have' feigned this 
Indifpojrtion. ' Do not you fee Hove youy 
i'abilndon my Sultan to ajjitre yoii of it, 
<md ith with fome Difficulty, I have ob- 
!i: i .' tained 
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iaimd your Trefwce here. Ah I intef- 
ropted he her, I[amj:miimced^ maugre 
all the former Appearances to. the contrary: 
But, perfued he a moment after, Why 
■did you difafpoim me in the Garden ? And^ 
JVhy Jid nopymfonfwermy Letter^ I fent 
■you ?;<: BdamoratmsM him <^-the 
Lettep^jrecount^d td him all that had 
happened in the Garden of the^er^g- 
lid^ the preceding night, and further 
afluredhim, that fhe recallM and re- 
pented of all her Cruelty to him, in 
the.Court j)f the. Getman Emperor-, 
.that ilie forgave him the Death of -^Z- 
■ cmder Since \t was for the Love of her j 
andv inftiorc, all his unjiifl: Sufpicions 
ofiier too. ' 

The /Prince; had aothing now? to 
. doubr, . but, rnadd the moftblef^'dof 
all Men, had leifnre to give, and re- 
.ceive, ' Pxoteftations of an inviolable 
Fidelity, .and to corapofe their Quar- 
: re{» in aCharmingmanner. 

He affiired her, that il was for the 
. Love of her, that hecametoa»/tf»- 
. ttmple ^ learnt her the S.orrotv; of the 
• Great Dutchefs Dovyagerofv/l^^/co'i//,

when fhe had heard of her being 
made a Slave, and prefsM her to take 
fome meaj^r^s for the feeing one ano- 
ther for 'the future •, it was impoflible 
for him to vifit her again, unfufpefted. 
Indamora^ Malady was reprefented as 
a violent Poyfon, and of conlequence, 
finceit was not to kill, (he mult reco- 
ver as foon as her pretended Diftem- 
per required. 

The fair Sultanefs demanded fome 
time to confider of what \\2S to be 
done for their mutual repofe, and al- 
fured him, fhe would find out fome 
way, to give him Nocice, when flie 
had refolved what ought to>be done \ 
the Prince kifsM her Hand, as a Pledge 
of his eternal Paflion,and left her to go 
-tell the Sultan- fomething to fatisMe 
hira'^" he found him thrown on his Bed, 
drown'd inTearsftud in defpair •, none, 
not tbeGrand Vifier, fo extremely'in 
his Favour, was permitted to fpeak 
toiiim,, a gloomy filence filPd the 
wtiole Apartment^ all > the Eunuchs, 
Sla.ves, and Guards, had Orders not to 
let any enter, the Princethough fojnd 
. . it 
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it not difficult, for one of the Atten- 
dants telling the Great Acmat-, that 
the Prince Agufim was returned from 
the Sultana of Barbary^ and implored 
Permiffion-tofpeakto him; he was 
prefcntly introduced, Acmat advanced 
tohimveryhaftily, and, in expreflive 
Language, enquired News of her, and 
JltUate, with abundance Of Gravity, 
g^ve him this Return. 

It Tvasfome time^ Sir^ after I enta-ed^ 
ere I could fojjibly hfingber to fey anything

whiPfi I was by her Bed, I believed her 
expiring, but the Vhyftciansfflym^, tBere 
is no manner of danger, they W not at 
the M wh(it ailed her, but^be horrid 
, ^ ■' Tains, 
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pains pie fufftrcd^ her Jg07ues^ berSwoo^p* 
ings and her Ccnvidfi'ms^ has ajfured them 
Jf)s has been p]foned ; but her Youth and 
yigOHT has tnaJhPJthe height of it : She 
is put to refi^ and with great hopes (fRe^ 
covery^ the extremity being already fafi^ 
and we hope, mo(i of the greatefi dan^ 
ger: 

The Sultan was fo fcnfibly pleasM 
with this Relation, that from that 
Moment he began to treat the Prince 
in an extraordinary manner ; he en- 
quired of him a thoufand little things^ 
would force him to ftay with him> 
TLit we may ( fays the great Acmat ) 
both together "viftt the dear Indamora^ 
whenJJ^e Ji).dl awake. 

'Tis apparent, he had no IncHna«- 
tions to Jealoufie, not but that the 
moft barbsroiis man would have ceas'd 
to have been fo in that poinc, having 
^ttxi the fair Sultana n that deplora- 
ble Condition the Grand Signior leffc 
her in. He attended with Impatience 
till file flioijJd rife from her Sleepy 
which Ibe really did not in two hours 
after the Phyficians had been with 

F her> 
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^€^, and delivered their Opinions , 
(as the Piincc Jgttfius had recouped 
them 10 tiie Sultan) who all impa- 
tient to be perfonally aflured of her 
Recovery, pafled to her Apartments. 
Th?.*?Oment he was told, fne awoke, 
it is beyondbeing defined the extreme 
Pallion he exprelt, the joy and' pica- 
fure he took in feeing her freed Irora 
her pretended Mulady. The Prince, 
(Jealous to Madnefs of fo much Ar- 
cour, ) could not but filently upbraid 
the nnjuft; Sultanefs for being falfe to 
a Monarch fo accomplifht and fo well 
made, as Jcwht ; but as it was in 
his advantage, he did not fuHcr tiiat 
Reflexion to diiturb him long. He 
wifii'd himfelf out of the Seraglio •, he 
continued there in intolerable Dif- 
quicis; 'tis true, the Grand Signior 
brought him again to the Charnber 
oHrJarmra, but he had not the liber- 
ty to fpeak to ihat dear Princefs, the 
Sultan fo wlTolly applied himfelf to 
t^iC none conid be heard bcfides; he 
pleasM himfelf with recounting to her 
all that her appearance of danger had 
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made hitn fufFer, learnt her tlie Carej» 
the Sighs, tlie Tears he Ihed for her, 
and in fliort, was two hours by het 
Bed on his Knees, and would not be 
perfuaded to rife, butamufed the time 
with, Ilove-^Ifem'dforyoH\ I codd not 
furviveyou \ and a hundred other things 
of the lame nature. 

The Prince, during all thefe foole- 
ries, was impatient enough ^ he con- 
fider'd he was there but as a Wicnefs 
to a thouland Tranfportsof his Rival-, 
but he had no reafon to complain ; he 
had been more happy not long before, 
and if anyJiad r'ealbn to be dillatisfied, 
it was the Sultan, hdamora was only 
grateful to this later, and fliepaflio- 
nately loved the former. 

After two hours, the Prince 7/>> 
djte was call'd to iliare the Conver- 
iation with the Sultan and Sultana-, 
he charmM all with his pleafing Wit ; 
and Ac/?ja would often fay, He regret- 
ted 7iotJjing fo muchy as his htiving mt 
been intimately aCfjamted before tlwt 
Jvith a Trince of bis merit. This was 

a Grace to the amorous Tir-date, and 

F 2 he 
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"hcfaw every moment how much the 
Grand Signior favoured him, who, 
when he quitted the Apartment ot 
Mamora, which could not bfdone 
without Reluftancy, being obhgtd to 
vifit the Sulrana Queen, he earned 
him with him, to prefent him to heiL^ 
to do his Homage there, . -^ 

The Sultana Homira was then in tlic 
•Prefence. Agufim had never before 
iecn her, ( n6r none fo beautiful as 
ihe) he was datled with a thoufand 
Graces, peculiar to her Divine Com- 
pofure, her goodly Meen, andthoiign 
ihe had loft much of what (be was, 
when the Mrs. of the Sultan, yet Ihe 
failed not of drawing from the Prince 
Mufius fome fighs : He was wholly 
confounded when (he firft appeared, 
and it was of excellent ufe to him 
the recolleding all his Love, and all 
the Beauties of 7W;?wor^, torefiitthe 
-Power of Hornra\ However it \\ as, 
he was not Gonquer'd, but retired 
with the Sultaa only in Admiration

The Grand Signior had very welF 
Dbferved the Change of 7/;;VA/f5 when 
the Sultana ii/jwir/? appeared ;, he heard 
fome tender fighs, which he believed 
could proceed from nothing but Ado* 
raiion : Nothing could give this Mo- 
narcli more Joy than Jgufius^s Pafliori- 
fo: Hy>mra\ he had no longer any 
lotereft in licr. though he ftili admi- 
red her ; he asked Tiridates opinion 
of her, who anfvvered ib confufediy, 
that the great Jcmat fell a laughing : 
this raifed the Prince from his Con- 
templations, and gave him a fenfeof 
his Remifiiefs-v he would excufe him-' 
felf to the Sultan : IsTo, wo, ( faid that 
Monarch ) /V »ee</f not that \ I have m/ 
felfyrtare than Adored Homira ; all that 
fee her, fee her with concern, and Iflvuht 
wonder if yoti, whofe Soul is amorous ana 
great ^ defponded. 

• The Prince, who found it not a- 
g-unft his Inclinations, and who be- 
lieved that this pretended Paflioii 
would wholly engage the Saltan from- 
any Jeatoulie of him and Indamora, an- 
fwered fo as made the Ottoman Em- 
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peror believe he had divined rightly, 
and that the Prince was lenfibly afte- 
iled with the Sultana Homra. 

They were palling through a great 
Gallery, that divides the WomensA- 
partments from the Sultan% when a 
Slave vaiLM came up to the Prince, de- 
livered him a Letter, and retired wish 
Precipitation. 

The Grand Sigcior, who was ihe 
heft bred man, and the moft compli- 
fant, in the World, gave leave for 
ihe Prince to read it there ; Who kmws^ 
lays the Saltan^ agreeably fmiling,. it 
may be cf moment^ and the Lady that 
fends it to pa may be impatient of a Re^ 

tiridaie trembled for lnd:imora^ and 
for himfelf, he believed it was from 
her, and fliould he open it before the 
Sultan, he niuft obferve a Civility that 
could not be difpenfed with •, Acmat- 
muftlee it: The Prince then chofe 
rather to fufpend his Ciiriofity^ and 

to tell the Sultan, /J"^ knnvhttttrwhat 
RefpeSls were to be paid hlm^ than to- 
neat him after that manner'^ though he^ 
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-ivas Co hhh'Jgiiit to permit him more tJmi 
hi (hvC^ make adv.intage of. 

The Sulcan wanted not Compre- 
henfron to divine the cciife that the 
Prince would not open the Letter, af- 
ter what he had faid to him; and 
though he might have commanded it, 
he chofe rather to oblige Tmdate, and 
remain himfelf unfatisfiod ; He ralhed 
him for the Gallantry as miift of ne- 
cclfity be in the Billet, fmce it came 
from the Seraglio ; 2^« are a happy man^ 
Frlnce, fays theSi"iltan,;w/ rfrew^/oowiT 
fcen than E^ig^gc?nms cf he-^rt follow ;. 
form (f the JVomen- you fffiv on the Qticens 
fvk are certiunly ck;rm(l,imdf'Gtn thence 
-ii^earenot at ail to djubt but this Letter 
prcceeds. 

J<r:tfrm was confounded what An- 
f.ver'^to make, when the Sultan, wha 
favv the Pain he was in, very obli- 
ginoly ordcr'd Ibme of the Eunuchs to 
Gondiiahim out of the Seraglio^ Gy, 
f.?, fays AcKi7i^^ andfewhjt Love has 
\Lr.cfcrycir, I cxpecf yyn will be fi jnlt 
as to allow mi (hmi pom in your Confi- 
dence) I think' 1 o:^^k to bo. told fome^ 
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th'mi of this Atnowr^ fmce it ivas I that 
conddied yon- to. the Queen Sultanefs's 
Apartment^ from whence^ as J [aid to 
you before^ this Billet is certainly come. 
Nor was he deceived; for the impa- 
tient Prince was yet advanced no far- 
ther than the Limits of the Womens 
Apartments, when he tore open the 
Letter, and found this Language ;

The Suit am o^Bitrhary not at all be- 
lieving the Sultim would have return'd 
fofoon, quitted her Chamber, and de- 
fended the Gardens to walk :, Acmat 
could not polTibly believe it, till he was 
confir.ved by her return :, llie ufed 
ibme flight pieccnce, which however 
fatisfied the Suk.m^ defiring nothing- 
beyond her health, he didperre(n:ly 
drown all manner of refledion in a 
great joy , for the return of it, ex- 
prefs his fatisfaiUon in the tenderelt' 
of Languages ; from that he pafled to-

Billet the Eunuch had orders to deli- 
ver to the Sultana oi Barbary\ (he 
fancies fomething advantageous for 
her defigns could begather'd from it, 
fhe faw Indamora was no longer what:

haps^ loves me^ ami it is writ but to fa- 
ti'sfie the Sttltam cf Barbary, he can do

(perfuedihe,) Hem. could I love that 
ingrateftil Prince, that facrifices me to 
indaraora. This laft Exprellion made 
an end of ruining her defigns, the Sul- 
■ tan believed^ he had then found the 
rife of all her Extravagancies , and 
that it was Jealoufie difordered her, 
and that Agufius having given the 
Letter fhe had written to Indamora, 
had created all thefe OoimeraX Thus 
•,he returns, (ashasbeenobferved, af- 
ter pityiog the diftrafted Sultana, (as 
hecall'4 her,) and all the AbfurditKs 
Jhe had been guilty of: This macie 
an end-of iiiraging//tfw/r<a!,.ihe law the 
Sultan was Ibrprepoflels'd to the con- 
irary, that llie deferred giving hini

for the ruin of the Sultana ofBarkrji, 
and the Prince Tiriihite, 

Zelida, fully perfuaded of the faith- 
. lefsnels of hdamora, prepared to dis- 
charge her Confcience, by telling the 
Grand Signior all Ihe knew, Homint 
animated' her the molt Ihe could, re- 
turned her the Letter, leaint her the 
unfuccefsfulnels of the djfcovery flie 
had made, and^ in fliort, concluded,

After this, he vidted her again ^ fhs 
had karnc, That ir was heil to diflem- 
ble her Raizt: and her Avcriion, and 
that without it ihe coul i not be. able to 
effeft any jhing cohiiderable, fo that 
it was not difficult for the great Jc7fhn 
to reconcile her in appearance to his 
Love^ he is fo vvdl fatisfied with it, 
that nothing could make him more, 

and 
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and he leaves her with greater TeflU 
moniesof his PaHion,than ever he had 
yet done. 

But the fatal time was now come, 
tliat Zelida was to make thofe Dilco- 
veries to ^r»;..'f . Agufim (that amo- 
rous Prelate ) had not feen Indamora 
fince the night in the Garden of the 
Seraglio, which was an Age in Love, 
and which render'd her impatient, 
and conlirmM her in the Relblves of 
Sacrificing all things to her love for 
him. ZelUa had no more teftimony 
of their Commerccc than j^efore ; but 
with that (he adventures to the Sultan, 
proftrates her felf at his feet, (as the 
cuftom of thofe Slaves is,) gave him 
a full account of what Homira had be- 
fore confufedly related to him, put 
the Letter of the Chriftiaa Prince" in- 
to his hands, and retired. 

The Sultan read it with an infinite 
furprize, he weigh'd all Circumftan- 
ces,-and could conclude nothing; he 
endeavoured to clear the Sultana of 
Barbary^ and his Pafllon infpir'd him 
with Eloquence in her Defence ^ but 

then 
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then he would fay her defire of qtiit- 
ting the Seraglio was a Proof of her 
Indifferencie to him, and Zelidah 
Words, when fhq recounted Indamo- 
Ya\ Indifpofition, diftarb'd him more 
than all. Says that Slave, IwMwt. 
tell your Highnefs jlie feigned^ Law. not 
fnre.ofthat^ hut thk I am very certamtf^ 
Jhe treated the Vrelate very diferentfrom 
7V.hat you expe^eds and had I not known 
to the contrary, Ifljould have believed it 
Acmat^ and. no other, efpeciaOy a Reli- 

giomFrince. This, and the Letter he 
had, and which was found by 2e/;//<i 
in the Sultana of Barhryh Robes, 
confus'd him ; he did not at all fufpeft 
the Fidelity of that Slave, however he 
will have the Opinion of Mahomet 
Bap ; fome of the Eunuchs are lent 
in fearch of him, whom they return 
with. Acmat bids him be juft and free 
with him, ( as he was his Monarch and 
his Friend) and advife him in what 
:he fhould believe, and what he ought 
to do. He then read the Letter, and 
recounted all to him, and in ihort re- 
^ceived his Opinion, That there -was no- 
thing 
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thing in it, and that the Sultana Homi- 
ra had hrihed the Slave to aB as JIjs 
did. 

The Grand Signior was enclined e- 
nough to. believe this'^ but confider- 
ing the.G^and vifier was the greatefl: 
Friend the Sultana of Barhary had in 
M/, he fent him away without re- 
folving on any thing.. 

The Grand Vifier was no fooner 
out of the Seraglio, than that he fends 
for his Daughter to him, (who was 
returned to Co»/d!»f<wtf^e, apd had e- 
fpoufed Amurath.) Mahomet Bap 
commands her to .go to theSultsina.of 
Barhary^ and give her an account of 
all, and to advife her to throw her 
felf at the Saltan's Feet, tell of ^- 
gupis's Love to her, and make a falfe 
ConfeQion of her Cruelty, her Refo- 
lutions of not returning his Paffion, 
and an Order flie mutt defire from the 
great Jcmat for his Banifhment, as a 
Reward for his Prelumption. She mufi 
not covftder her Love for the ?nnce ("fays 
the Grand Vificr) my farther than it 
pall be necepry to fave his LJfi : They 

mufi 
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Tfiuft both die, if jlje does not tah thcf 
Cvurfe I adv'tfe her to, 

Zayda failM not of obeying the 
Orders ofMahfpetBaffa, and in fliorc 
dilpos'd tiic Soltanels W^«Kr<z to make 
that Relation to the Emperour. She 
haftenjthentothe Sultan's Apartment, 
agitated by a thoufand Fears ^ and had 
not a thouland things diverted her 
from fo horrid a Rcfolution, (he would 
have Ponyarded him , rather than 
make a Confeflion of that nature. How- 
ever (he comes, cafts herfelf at his 
Feet, covers her Face with a Vail," 
flieds a torrent of tears, confefles the 
Prefumption of the Prince ^^«y?«f, his 
Writing to her in a manner to arro- 
gant, her Grief for lofing the Letter 
before the Sultan had feen it, and in a 
"word, her defires of having him Ba- 
ntfhed ; nothing elfe, Ihe faid, could 
fatisfie her, or atone for his Crimes. 

Notwithllanding the improbabihty 
ofthis Relation of her Cruelty, (fincc 
the Letter Acmat had of Ttridate's was 
writ in a different ftyle) yet the 5«/- • 
tfjitj who loved her tenderly, and all 
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eade as he was to thole Impreflionsi 
he took her up from the ground^ fpake 
fuch tender things to her, as none but 
one.fomuch in Love as he could, af- 
ter a fufpicion of that nature i howe* 
ver he loft for focne Moments all man*^ 
ner of Reflexion, and abandoned hinv- 
felf entirely to a great Joy, ivhich was 
the more fenfible fince in fuccecded fuch 
cruel Apprehenfions i and whether he 
wholly believed her or no, yet certain 
it is he aflured her he did : He returned 
her the Letter of Prince Tiridatt^ 
recounted to her all that had been 
told him, carelTes her more than ever, 
conduced her back to her Apart- 
ment, and aflured her^ He had not 
(Quitted her fo foo7i^ but that hivas going 
to put her Orders in execution for the ba*^ 
nijlnng that ingrateful IPrince y which he 

immediately did, and caufed the oc- 
cafion of it to be made publick. 

The Prince was tranfported with 
Dcfpalr and Rage at this accident-, he 
czm^ to Zajda^ thxcw all the Letters 
he had received from hdamora to her, 
and defired flie would do him that 
Juftice to cxpofe them to the abufed 

H Sultan, 
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Sultan, erpecialiy the laft he had re- 
•'ceived from her, fince their Interview 
in the Grotto, whch he obliged Zay^ 
da to read; it was thus. 

WUc^t a cruel Storm lave-iveefo 
fed? I canmt cctinftl you to 
love me Jefs^ but ad'vife ycti^ foricfh cur 
■Safeties], to be more dlfcreet. Pf^bat a J(y 
is it to me^ to think my dear Vrlr.ce^ iviio 
hasaSculthe mdfi amorous of all , could 
be infe}i/ible veoi-fo charming a V/cmanai 
the Sultana Homira •, Jfee allarijt^d my 
'■hopes^ and gave me ftothing but Fears. I 
laugh now at my Credidity ; I did ill to 
■ Jiftruj^ ycu , ( my dearcfi Tiridate ) for- 
give my n'eahiefs^ I will not ask you to 
fifty it;. I have toogloriom a Deputy to 
merit fo much from you : Tgu know what 
I require^ frcferve your Htcrt and your 
Love entire for me ; I do it for ycu ^ and 
when I fee the Sidtan near mcy I always 
ovijh it the Prince Agoftus, a^vd ceafe 7m 
from incejfantly making Vows in ycur 
Favour. - _ ^ « . 

See there^ faysthe prince, deteftmg 
Jndamora^.Cxm^s, (^and after %v/.» 
hadreadit) fee how-fhe deferveS- to 
iie treated: Zay(fa ufed lier End(ia- 
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vonrs to cahii him, and it was- with 
miirh difficulty (he pcrfuaded him ta 
continue at the Grand vifier's Palace, 
till Hi;^ niOLild return fron* the Seraglio, 
where n-.ewas going. 

The Inierefts of Inlr,nora were too . 
near hers, to negleft (erving her in . 
this point ; Ihe came then to the Sul- 
tana o^ Barbary, wlio was drowned iti 
rage -, norhing ( flie faid) but the life 
ofthe5/Jf.r«, Ihoiild fatisfie her : Her 
DeHgns of Revenge ( (he added ) 
were noble, and flie. would;, for once, 
be greatly cruel. Z^iyda did not'much 
retlea on what (he heard, Ihc only' 
min.kd the Sultana o^ Barbary, how 
much her Friend (he was, rcftorM hec 
the Letters, and in this fcrved the 
Prince Jgufim better than by obeying 
his Orders •, Indamora immediately 
threw 'em to the flames, tenderly Em- 
braced Z^yda, andyieldcdtogotothe 
Grand Vifiers Palace with her, there 
to fee th2'uaforciinate Agufns -, Ihe. 
hated her felf for what (he had done, 
and the Sultan much more for it ; (ha 
wept to r/ni;jfe,calmM his rage, by af- 
luring him, that nothing bac to fave. 
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him from expiring, by the Orders of 
the nnjuft Sultan^ could have made her 
guilty of facli a fin ^ fhe allures him 
file will attone for it by an aftioa 
worthy her Love, and that (he was 
going to endeavour, by one Wow, to 
attain to her own Liberty, and Ihare 
his Baniihment with" him. Mean time, 
till fhe fhould be able to tSkCt what 
ihe had promifed, he muft fubmit to 
the Orders that had been given for 
his Exile-, that he fliould retire hitn- 
fcff ioltalp till file fliouId order his 
Return. As for heY, fhe faid, after 
her departure from Turky, (he would 
go to Germany^ and to the Emperor's 
Court, and ufi; all her endeavours for 
liis Return from that Exile , or ifM 
fiioufd not be able to effeft it,flie would 
however end her Life with him, fiiice 
nothing but Death was of force enough 
to extinguifh the Paflion fhe had for 
him. JgufitK returned this tendernefs •, 
and after having given reciprocally 
rheir Vows of Loving for ever, they 
prepared to leave one another, but 
wirh fb, many tranfports of Sorrovv^ 
Grief and Paflion, that they were not 

capa- 
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capable of fpeaking > and the Prince, 
who was hurried away by his cruel 
Delliny, left the Snltana fwooning in 
the Arms of Zayda^ to whom he ren- 
derM a thoufand ExpreOions of Gra- 
titude, and Mt Covffamimple ^ndTur- 
ky, with an inconceivable Regret. 

The Suham oi Barbary (after hec 
Recovery from her Swoon ) learnt 
the Departure of the Prince with a 
vexatious Sorrows but fherauft dry

more than ever ; fhe appears gav when 
file is mortally afBifted, and tender to 
the Sultan, while (lie is fearching for a 
way to be reveng'd on hifn* She be- 
tomrscru?!, and. Oh, Horror! at laft 
refolves on the mofl: barbarous of Mur- 
ders ; her Refl'ntmentshGve a fatal ter- 
mination, and her Rage fuggelled to 
her^ that nothing but his. Death could 
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repair the Injuries lie had done her;» 
and render her again happy m her 
Love • (he did not refleft on the Gf eat- 
nefsof her Crime, (her dear Prelate^ 
had Power to abfol/e her o* it,) and 
thofe in Love never believe that thpg 
a Sin, which is fo highly ferviceable. 
BO their Paflion, . 

' The Sultana Hmira- (mean time,) 
was foil enough of. Rage, to feehow. 
Mam-.a^x^^ prevented- her defigns, 
but fhe .has addrefs to. pafs over her, 
regretf Ihe refolves N^ov^'no more to. 
endeavour the revenging her felf,finc? 
fte has fo continually failed in it, but 
Ihevviil invert all to a defiga of grati- 
fying her tender Inclinations, and that-, 
fne will careifor notiiing beyond ma. 
king new Cohqueftsv :and fiie does not 
. now feem to,be forry, ;the. Grand Vi- 
jler had.thelaft-Kivenge, hace (he 
ftvv. by it his Love for her was not ex^ 
tinguifh'd, and thole .Qif a p^Ojonate 
eharaacr, had very feldom. an ul Le- 
ception from her in th« end. 
. But whil'll ftie has thus difpofcd of 
her felf, and that the whole Or toman 
E-mpire enjpyM aTranciuiUty beyonci 
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a!l Example, the Sulcana of Bar kry 
will diftUrb it ^ and having got a flow 
Poyibn, flie conveys it into a Glals 
where the Saltan was to drink, he Tup- 
ped with her that fatal Night, and 
whil'fl he is more admired than ever 
by air the World, he falls by the ex- 
treme nralice of a Woman , and a 
Woman fo dear to him •, he drank the 
Poyfony and returned very well 10 his 
own Apartment, and does not feel 
the efFefts of it 'till the following day, 
then it was that he was torn with ex- 
tremity of Torture, and that all the 
Court delpaired of his Life, but he 
linguered yet feme few days longer; 
there was "none, ihatdurft fay, he was 
poy{bned,and iranyfiifpeded it, ihey 
did not make their opinion piiblick, it 
pafled'for a dreadful Malady* whic-h 
he had before been affliftedvyith, and 
iie died (in the opinion of all,) of 
that Difteraper, , 

During his Sicknefs, he exprefsM a 
tender regret for parting with his dear 
Sultana, (as he would call her,) but his 
greatWeakners,andthepublickAfl-airs, 
together with that of his Soul, fo ern- 
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ploy'd his liafty time, that he faw the 
SJltana of Barhaty but very feldom. 

By his Death Mufia^ba was Grand 
Signior, ( a thing never before linowii 
mTurky^) the Brothers being always 
Slain, bat Jcmat having no Children, 
and being one of the bed of Princes, 
preferved him to fucceed him ; and at 
his quitting the World, he tenderly 
required from his Kindnefs, a Prote- 
dion for the Sultana of Barbary. 

Mufiafha (now the Sultan,) had 
not long poflefsM the Crowns and 
Title, then that his Nephew Ofmm re- 
bels againft him •, but that being not 
my Bufinefs, I muft pafs it over to 
come to the Sultana of Barbary, flie 
mourned ftridly for Acmat^ and was 
very well pleafed, that Ihe was no man- 
ner of way fufpeded (nor, in a word, 
any elfe, ) for the murdering of him. 

After her firft mourning, flieimplo- 
Ted, and received, Permilfion of Mufia- 
fha to retire from7«r^/; whi^h,in efieft, 
Ihe did, • not long after, with thofe de- 
figns which we have already related, in 
iicrOrders to t\it'2mc(iTmdateAguft»i 
at hi« departure front Co»/?«j:»tt«op/e.
